* three capitalist parties republican, democratic and socialist are 
now busy in an effort to insure the registration of every one of 
their supporters. In addition to using the capitalist press they are 
canvassing their supporters in the neighborhoods where they have 
strength, in the lodges and clubs, in the churches and, in short, 
everywhere. 

None of these parties are interested in the registration of their 
class opponents. On the contrary, by various means made possible by 
“democratic laws,” they systematically bar thousands of workers, espe- 
cially the Negroes, from registering and voting. By means of precinct, 
ward city and state residential requirements; by illiteracy tests; by 
poll taxes; by “grandfather clauses” in state constitutions; and by a 
hundred other local and state regulations, militant workers are dis- 
franchised. 


These regulations must be carefully studied by the Communist ~ 


Party units and by the revolutionary workers everywhere. Ways must 
be found, despite the efforts of the capitalist politicians, to register 
all workers. Simple directives must be given to the workers explaining 
the legal requirements and instructing them how to proceed. The 
campaign for the registration of the workers must especially be taken 
into the shops and factories. All those who signed petitions for Com- 
munist candidates must be visited. A real drive must everywhere be 
launched among the workers under the slogan: “Register now to vote 
Communist on November 4th!” 


A Plea for Violence 


RESIDENT HOOVER’S Boston speeches were the speeches of a 
fascist. Talk of “liberty,” “freedom,” “justice,” “democracy” and 
“peace” but thinly disguised his very evident desire to emphasize the 
need for imperialist war and for mob violence against militant workers. 


“We have become ” he said, “a dominant economic power.

ness depression” was merely his way of bringing out the necessity for 


simultaneously preparing for war against imperialist rivals and for 
attacks on the living and working conditions of the workers at home. 

Due praise was handed out to the fascist leaders of both the A. F. 
of L. and the American Legion for their help in putting through the 
bankers’ program of wage reductions, mass lay-offs and the murderous 
speed-up and stretch-out systems. But he warned of the growing revo- 
lutionary mood among the masses. 


“Nearly one-half of the population of our globe,” he said,

That Is Phila. Bosses’ 
Solution 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 6.— While 
the capitalist candidates in Phila- 
delphia are carrying on their battle 
on sham issues and soft-pedaling 
the question of unemployment the 
city administration has taken “defi- 
nite steps” to act on the matter. 


The solution, of course, is not 
even in the form of appropriating a 
few dollars for relief. Mr. Billikopf, 
the head of a liberal welfare com- 
mittee, admits that Philadelphia has 
only spent $150,000 out of its sev- 
eral hundred million dollar budget 
for unemployment relief and the 
new budget which will be increased 


by $12,000,000 also has no provi- 


sions for helping the unemployed. 
The solution being offered by the 
Department of Public Safety 
through its director Schofield, 4 
for an additional appropriation of 
five million dollars in order to add 
2,000 more policemen to the present 
force of 8,000 thus spending $27,- 
000,000 for police to club the unem- 
ployed while there is not a cent for 
the relief of the unemployed. 
Simultaneously, in order to improve 
the efficiency of the department, 
the director decided to lay off all 
cops above sixty. This, incidental- 
ly according to Schofield, will help 
to give more jobs to young men. 


The demand for 2,000 more po- 
licemen is closely linked up with 
the present economic crisis 
mitted both by Schofield 
President Judge McDevitt | 
Common Pleas: Court, who admitted 
that as a result of the increase in 
2 the number of crim- 
inals is growing; that during the 
past 8 years the number of young

BRITISH MURDER 
WEST INDIANS 


Shoot Down Workers 
Demanding Food 


ROSEAU, Dominica, Oct. 6.— 
Following a food riot in this Brit- 
ish colonial slave pen in which hun- 
dreds of starving jobless Negro 
workers raided the stores for food, 
the British Warship Delhi, arriving 
posthaste from Trinidad, landed a 
party of marines and began a reg- 
ular shooting up of the workers’ 
quarters in this city. Scores of 
Negro workers were shot, several 
of them mortally. A Carib settle- 
ment in the hills was also attacked. 
Dominica one of the British 
West Indian islands, has been hard 
hit by the world crisis. The Ne- 
gro workers who, with the remnants 
of the Carib people, and some 
Ariatics, make up the laboring or 
non-European part of the popula- 
tion, are faced with the direst pri- 
vation and suffering as a result of 
the growth of unemployment and 
the further slashirg by the bosses 
of the average island wage of 24 
cents a day for 12 and 14 hours 
labor. Dominica is the center of 
the lime juice industry in the West 
Indies. It is dominated vy the 
Catholic Church in alliance with the 
bosses, and offers sharp contrasts 
of numerous splendid church build- 
ings and squalid thatched huts of 
the workers and peasants. Prosti- 
tution is rife in its principle sea- 
port, Roseau, as the working class 
women are forced on the streets to

WATERBURY, Conn., Oct. . — 
There are about 100,000 people liv- 
ing in Waterbury, the brass city, 
and 7,000 are out of work without 
any provision for them whatever. 
Hardly a worker here has more than 
four days work a week. 

For those still at work, the speed 
up is increasing. A machine form- 
erly run at 20 revolutions per min- 
ute increasos to 52 revolutions, with 
less pay. 


Accidents are common, the ma- 
chines are badly guarded, and loss 
of fingers and even more serious 
injuries are common. 


Timekeepers and drivers stand be- 
hind the workers to maintain the 
speed-up. 


WALL ST. HOLD ON 
CHILE NITRATES 


SANTIAGO, Chile, Oct. 6.—An 
attack against Wall Street domin- 
ation of the Chile nitrate industry 
through the organization of the Ni- 
trates Co. of Chile, a huge trust, is 
contained in an article published 
yesterday in a conservative paper by 
Senator Francisco Huneeus, a 
wealthy business man with large 
interests in the nitrate business. 

Huneeus points out that the newly 
formied company, with a capital of 
$375,000,000, in which the Chilean 
government has a half interest, 
gives the Guggenheim interests of 
the United States a decided advan- 
tage over “other nations,” meaning 
British imperialtsm. He claims that 
the Wall Street bankers who are in 
back of the scheme, as well as the 
Guggenheim interests, gain $136,- 
000,000 in debts which are wiped out 
by the new corporation.

Red forces, and the Reds reply with 
drastic fusilades. 


The Red Army in Eastern Kiangsi 
launches an offensive to Huko, 
twenty miles from Kiukiang. The 
reactionary magistrate of Huko 
wired to the government of Kiuki- 
ang asking for help, but Kiukiang 
itself lacks men to suppress the 
local mass struggles and there are 
no Kuomintang soldiers to be dis- 
patched to help Huko. So Huko is 
going to fall to the Reds moment- 
arily. 

Pino Occupied. 

More than 2,000 Red Troops of 
Western Fukien have been proceed- 
ing southward and recently occupied 
Pino, the important district of 
southern Fukien on the highway to 
Kwangtung province. Many Kuo- 
mintang troops were disarmed. 

Having occupied Tayu and several 
other districts of southern Kiangsi, 
the Red forces are immediately en- 


.tering Kwangtung, and going to 


connect with the Red forces there. 
The ruling class of Nanshung, the 
gieat district of Northern Kwang- 
tun, was scared to death. 
Kuomintang troops in Pinyang, 
Taihuan, districts of Southern Chek- 
jang aré in a panic and have sent 


for many soldiers to combat the Red 
Army. 

Three Red Armies have been at- 
tacking Changsha from three di- 
rections: (1) the third, fifth and 
eighth armies under Peng Te Hwee, 
assaulting the east gate of the city 
of Changsha from, Lin Yang; (2) 
Chu Teh and Mao Tse Tung (the 
Chinese masses call them Chu Mao) 
have been leading the sixth, fourth 
and eleventh armies to attack the 
South Gate from Yolo Mountain, six 
miles from the city of hangsha. 

Ho Chien’s reactionary troops 
erected three lines of barbed wire 
with electric current outside the city | 
of Changsha as a means of protec- 
tion. Since August 30, in the city) 
of Changsha, the people have been 
prohibited from coming out of their 
homes Your correspondent indi- 
rectly got two passports from Ho 
Chien and Wei So Chung (chief of | 
the garrison headquarters) so he 
could spend a few days in the city 
to secure some information of the | 
situation. 

From noon of Sept. 7 cannon 
shooting was he :rd from east of 
Changhsa. Special martial law was 
enforced. No one was allowed on 
the streets without a passport, and 
though it is difficult for the masses 
to work for the support of the Red 
Armies, still there was some con- 
nection between the revolutionary 
masses in the city of Changsha and 
the Red forces outside. 


The imperialists are rendering 
Ho Chien great services by attack- 
ing the Red Forces, firing on them 
from imperialist warships, and by 
aiding in conducting the fight 
against the Red Armies. At the 
present time the reactionary troops 
are desperately defending the city 
with the help of the imperialists 
and under their direction.

German Metal 
Bosses Plan 
Big Wage Cuts 


BERLIN, (IPS). — Negotiations 
were commenced between the Metal 
Cartel and the Union of Berlin 
Metal Industrialists, dealing with 
the new wage tariff for the Berlin 
metal workers. The spokesman of 
the Metal Industrialists, General 
Director Kremmener declated that 
the wages of the Berlin male and 
female metal workers are to be re- 
duced by 15 per cent. 

The president of the Metal Cartel, 
Urich, replied with a demagogic 
speech to the effect that the trade 
unions would “not concede one tenth 
of a penny wage reduction without 
a fight.“ The comment of the so- 
cial democratic press shows that 
this “fight” is to be the usual play 
upon words. 

This wage reduction would affect 
140,000 metal workers in Berlin. 
Should this plan be carried out, the 
employers will gain about 41 mil- 
lions yearly by this wage reduction. 

At the evening session the actual 
demands of the metal kings, kept 
secret until after the election, were 
made known. The 15 per cent. wage 
reduction means a 20 per cent re- 
duction to the Berlin workers, as 
their wages are somewhat above 
the agreement. Urich again adopt- 
ed a radical tone declaring that the 
German Metal Workers’ Union 
would not accept any reduction and 
demanded 8 pfennigs wage rise. 


UNEMPLOYED ARMY ON 
INCREASE IN HUNGARY 


BUDAPEST, (IPS).—The data 
issued by the Hungarian trade union 
council shows unemployment to have 
incraesed by 10.1 per cent in Au- 
gust. The number of unemployed 
has doubled in one year. In the 
building trade 47 per cent of the 
Workers organized in trade unions 
are out of work. In the metal in- 
dustry unemployment has increased 
by 85 per cent in one year. 

An idea of the indescribable mis- 
ery of the unemployed in Hungary 
may be gained from the faet that in 
the town of Gyor 1,500 out of work 
industrial workers have applied for 
permission to go begging. 
and greatly shatter the tottering 
stabilization of world capitalism. 

No news is printed in the capital- 
ist press about the activities of the 
Communist Party of Brazil, which 
has deep roots among the masses 
in many sections The Communist 
Party of Brazil has conducted activ- 
ity among the army and navy, and 
will be heard from in the present 
civil war. 

Dispatches from Washington, D. 
C., say that the state department 
is keeping its mouth shut on the 
present Brazilian civil war, but its 
handiwork can be plainly seen in 
Brazil. It is significant that in 
Minas Geraes, the “rebels” attacked 
the British-owned bank while cab- 
les to the state department said that 
“American property was not being 
molested.”

The 
delegates to the convention of the American 
Federation of Labor are the highly paid sal- 
arled officials, most of whom never put in a 
day’s work in their lives. They are the fas- 
cist and social-fascist agents for the 
tive bosses in the industries and for the Wall 
Street government generally. And as such, 
treir business is not to take up the burning 
problems cf the employed and unemployed 
workers. Their sole purpose will be to mold 
the minds of the rank and file members of the 
A. F. of L. and through them, as many other 
werzers as possible for the election program 
and platform of the republican, democratic and 
the yeilow socialist party. 

These fascist and social fascist agents are 
not interested in organizing the workers to 
Strike against wage euts, but on the contrary. 

or instance, in the city of New York, we find 
it is these very same misleaders of labor who 
are taking the lead and the initiative in issu- 
ing injunctions against the militant workers 
in the Food and Peching House Workers’ In- 
dectrial League. The came holds true in the 
shoe industry. And in all other struggles the 
leaders of the respective A. F. of L. unions 
are openly lining up with the bosses, with the 
city and state government against the increased 
militancy of the workers.

Hoover Comes 

Now, as to what methods are used in order 
to win their program. According to the infor- 
mation so far, it is clear President Hoover,

sary in order to put the finishing touches to 
the sell-out program (No wage increase agree- 
ment) which was agreed upon between the 
Executive Csurcil and the Wall Street govern- 
ment in order to throw the burden of the exo- 
nomic crisis upon the shoulders of the work- 
ing class. Besides Hoover, the official of the 
American Legion (fascist organization) are 
called upon to give a blessing to this conven- 
tion of the so-called “leaders of the American 
working class.” Of course, we shall also ex- 
pect thet Matthew Woll, Vice-President of the 
A. F. of L. and the organizer of all the counter- 
revolutionary white guardists in this country, 
will have something to say in order to further 
mobilize end increase the campaign for war 
propurations against the Soviet Union.

That the technical 
revolution has produced a crisis by 
creating a surplus in the field of 
agriculture.
